Washington, March 11.—The serv-

Secretary Davis, who despatched 
the telegrams after a conference 
with President Harding, also se- 
cuested the packers and the em- 
ployees each to designate two rep- 
resentatives to meet with depart- 
ment of labor agents in an at- 
tempt to readjust the dispute which 
threatens to develop into a strike. 

The telegram sent to Dennis Lane 
secretary of the Amalgamated 
Meat Cutters and Butcher Workmen 
of North America at Chicago, and

packers, follows: 


“The federal government is deep- 
ly concerned about the mainte- 
nance of industrial activities in full 
est understanding and hopes there 
will be no interruption of the con- 


timuity of employment in the ns i 


packing industries. If the depart~ 
ment of labor can be helpful in pro- 
moting understanding and can aid 
in

Minden, Nev., March 11.—District 
Judge Frank P. Langan has under

COMMITMENT TRIAL 
TO BE HELD TODAY 


Woman Admits Giving 
Husband Two Tablets on 
Night of Death, But Says 
They Were Aspirin.

Greensboro, Ga., March 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—With the commitment. trial 
of Mrs, Will W. Williams, Bennie 
Williams and A. lL. Campbell, all 
charged with the murder of W. W. 
Williams last week, scheduled to be 
held Saturday, it became known 
here late tonight that Mrs. Wil- 
liams has admitted giving her hus- 
band two capsules, which she al- 
leges contained aspirin, and a drink 
of whisky on the night of his 
death, while she vigorously denied 
there had been anything improper 
in her relations with Campbell. 

Sheriff Hixson is in possession of 
both the remaining capsules in the 
box from which the woman claims 
the others came, and a sample of 
the whisky given Williams. Both 
the whisky and capsules will be 
sent to Dr. Edgar F. Everhart, of 
Atlanta, Saturday to be analyzed. 

Mrs. Williams again asserted she 
believed her husband had commit- 
ted suicide, after being despondent 
for months. Seated in her cell in 
the Greene county jail, and with 
her voice broken with emotion, she 
painted a graphic picture of a dis- 
rupted home, caused by the “insane” 
and unwarranted jealousy, she said, 
of her husbond. This was the first 
detailed statement the woman has 
made since she was arrested, and 
was given to Sheriff Hixson after 
she had admitted giving’ her hus- 
band the tablets and a drink of 
whisky. 

No Right to Be Jealous. 

“My husband had no right to be 
jealous,” she declared, “for there 
has never been anything other than 
proper relations between Mr. Camp- 
bell and me. The trouble in our 
home first started when Mr. Camp- 
bell insisted that we allow him to 
beard with us. My husband décided 
40 take him. oS 

“After he was with us, it is true 
that I gave him some attention, but 
no more than anyone would toward 
a boarder..I cared for Mr. Camp- 
bell’s child, and attempted to make 
a real home for them. Finally, my 
husband became jealous and began 
to mistreat me.” 

; “But thfs was after Bennie had 
festified in the Campbell divorce 
‘suit. There were constant quar- 
rels between the boy and his father 
concerning Bennie’s relations with 
Mrs. Campbell Bennie gave at the 
trial. Relations became strained be- 
tween Us when my husband had ab- 
solutely no reason for his attiude. 

Tells of Attempt to Kill. 

The prisoner then told the sheriff 
of the occasion when she attempted 
to kill her husband about three 
weeks before his death. She hesi- 
tated several times on account of 
her emotion, and declared she was 
onby telling jof the incident so that 
“Justice might take a true course.” 

“I wouldn’t have treated a dog 
like my huSband treated me. On 
the night I attempted to kill him it 
was only after he had cursed and 


, accused me Qf false relations with 


Mr. Campbell that I seized a pistol, 
which I thought was loaded, pressed 
it against his head and pulled the 
trigger twice. I had decided to 
end it all, and after I had killed 


him I planned to turn the pistol 


upon myself. 

“The night my husband became 
ill I did all I could to relieve his 
suffering,” she continted. “I gave 
him aspirin capsules, and, after 
he had taken these, he asked for 
a drink of whisky from a quart 
bottle which he had brought home. 
I sent two of the boys to Greens- 
boro to get a doctor and called in 
a neighbor, but he died despite al! 
we did for him.” 


Suicide, Claims Wife. 

Mrs. Williams then™declared her 
husband had been despondent for 
a number of weeks and that she 
believed he committed suicide. 

Williams died suddenly late Wed- 
nesday night of last week. after

STAGED FOR JURY 
BY CLARA HAMON 


Woman Arranges Furni- 
ture in Hotel Room 
Where Jake Hamon Re- 
ceived Fatal Shot. 


DEATH-BED STATEMENT 
QUOTED BY WITNESS 


Doctor Says Jake Hamon 
Told Him Woman Shot 
Him As He Lay on Bed, 
Defenseless. 


Ardmore, Okla., March 11.—Clara 
Smith,Hamon, on trial here charged 
with the mudrer of Jake L. Hamon, 
today returned to the hotel rooms 
occupied by herself and Mr. Hamon, 
and, in the presence of the jury, re- 
arranged the furniture as it was 
on the night of the shooting. A 
short time later, When taking of 
testimony was res ed, she heard 
the testimony of Dr. Walter Hardy 
that Mr. Hamon had come to his 
sanitarium with the declaration, 
“I’m shot by Clara Hamon,” a sub- 
sequent statement of Hamon’s to 
the effect that he was shot while 
lying in bed, also was quoted by 
Dr. Hardy. 

While Dr. Hardy was on the 
stand the state offered in evidence 
the blood-stained undergarments of 
Hamon, which previously it has 
been said were burned to prevent 
his wife’s seeing them. 

Dr. Hardy testified that Mr. 
Hamon staggered toward him, pale 
of face, and kissed him on the fore- 
head. In.reply to the doctor’s ques- 
tion, he said, “I told you she would 
do it. I'm going to die. I am weak, 
and I want to go to bed.” 

See Both Rooms. 

Accompanied by Sheriff Garrett 
and Clara Hamon, the jury visited 
the hotel where Hamon was shot, 
first inspecting the room occupied 
by Clara Hamon and joined by a 
connecting door to the one occupied 
by Mr. Hamon. | 

Clara Hamon presently arranged 
the furniture and effects as near 
as possible to the location on the 
day of the shooting. It was noticed 
that only by extreme effort she 
maintain her composuf‘e, pping 
into a chair just as soon as she had 
completed the few changes. 

Dr. Hardy told of caring for Mr. 
Hamon-when-he came to the sani- 


tarium, and quoted an admonition | 


s 


given by Mr. Hammon, thus: 

“Doctor, take my right hand.” I 
want you to promise me you never 
will reveal how I was shot, except 
in open court.” 

Mrs. Hamon Leaves Room. , 

As Attorney General Freeling dis- 
played the underclothing Hammon 
had worn and a gown he was placed 
in at the hospital, both Mrs. Jake 
Hamon and Clara wept into their 
handkerchiefs. 

Dr. Hardy said the hole in the 
underclothing and shirt correspond- 
ed with the wound; that the gar- 
ment looked just the same. 

Mrs. Jake Hamon was unable to 
compose herself, and her son led 
her sobbing from the courtroom. 
Judge Champlon called a  “five- 
minute recess. 

It was the first time Mrs. Jake 
Hamon had seen the garments. Pre- 
vious statements by Homan’s 
friends had indicated they had been 
burned to keep the widow from 
seeing them. 

Says Hamor Ralilied. 

Dr. Hardy said after the opera- 
tion Hamon rallied and had the use 
of his faculties. 

He said Clara Hamon came to the 
hospital the next morning and was 


permitted to see Hamon alone, the 
nurse being withdrawn. 


“She did not stay more than two 
minutes, may be three,” Dr. Hardy 
said. After Clara left, Dr. Hardy 


said he went in and Hamon said he | 


was going to die. 

“That's the woman that did the 
work.’ I was lying in the same po- 
ition as I am now,” he quoted 
Hamon as saying. Hamon then was 
lying on his batk on the hospital 
cot. 

Dr. Hardy said the bullet which 
killed Hamon entered between the 
eighth and ninth’ribs and lodged 
four inches lower at the back, pen- 
etrating the liver. 

“During cross-examihataion. W. P. 
McLean, of defense counsel, lay 
upon the floor and had the surgeon 
trace the bullet’s course With a black 
pencil on his white shirt. Later 
he brought from the surgeon as he, 
the lawyer, stood before him with 
his arms upraised and*body bent 
forward, admission that if a person 
then had stood before Mr. McLean 


and fired, the bullet would have 
taken a similar course.

Chicago, Ill, March 11.—Offictale 
of western railroads here tonight 
unanimously confirmed reports dur- 
ing the day that general reftictions 
in wages would be urged as part of 
their plan to restore the roads to a 
pre-war basis. They declared low-« 
er wages would pave the way for 
lower freight and passenger rates 
and said that the reductions in pay 
would begin with unskilled em<« 
ployees and would finally reach the 
highest executives. 

Union leaders indicated their ine 
tention of fighting the proposed 
wage cuts to; the last ditch. J. Ge 
Luhrsen, president of the American 
Train Dispatchers’ association, as¢- 
serted that the train sheets would 
show that the railroads were not 
economically managed and in a let« 
ter to Senator A. B. Cummins, chair« 
man of the senate commerce com< 
mittee, he called for a senatorial 
investigation of the transportation 
situation, “so to avert serious strife 
over wage reductions.” 

“Notices of proposed wage re« 
ductions on individual roads has 
been expected since the meeting of 
the railway executives here on Feb« 
ruary 18,” said a statement issued 
by W. Jett Lauck, former secretary 
of the war labor board, and now 
consulting economist of the railroad 
unions. “It is part of the plan to 
deluge the United States labor 
board with a multitude of com- 
plants and cannot be of much finan- 
cial benefit to the railroads. 

Time Element. 

“One complaint after another must 
be considered by the labor board 
and a considerable period of time 
must elapse before a sufficient num- 
ber of decidions, even if favorable, 


|can be procured by the railroads, 


The New York finanelial district hag 
already recognized this tendency.

“Misguided Group.” 

“The reason concerted action for 
Wage reductions is not taken now 
is that the Association of Railway 
Executives is dominated by a short- 
sighted and misguided group who 
are more interested in breaking 
down labor organizations on Indi- 
vidual roads than they are in secur- 
ing wage reductions. Their zeal 
against labor unions leads them un- 
consciously to neglect what the 
more rational railway presidents 
clearly perceive to be the financial

‘Brewers to Wait 
Before They Put 
Any Kick in Beer 


No Prescriptions to Be Filled 
Until Government Publish- 
es Regulations.

Washington, March 11.—Regula- 
tions will be issued in April which 
will permit breweries to sell beer 
containing more than -one-half of 
one per cent of alcohol, to be used 
for medcinal purposes, according to 
officials of the bureau of internal 
revenile. 

Meantime, Prohibition Commis- 
sioner John Kramer warns that 


brewers which sell real beer be 
fore they have obtained permits un- 
der the new regulations will be vio- 
lating the law. and will be subject 
to arrest and prosecution. The rules 
will remain the same as they have 
been, Kramer explained, until they 
have been amended to conform to 
the opinions of Attorney General 
Palmer. 

These opinions were that beer and 
wine may be prescribed by physi- 
cians in any quantities they consider 
necessary for the treatment of pDa- 
tients. 

Officials discounted stories that 
breweries were getting ready to 
sell beer, in anticipation of the new 
rulings. Near-beer, they explained. 
is made in the same manner as beer 
containing 3 or 4 per cent of alco- 
hol. It ig “dealcoholized”™ to reduce 
the alcoholic content. 

Prohibitionists are expected to ask 
congress to amend the Volstead act 
in a Manner to prevent use of beer 
aad wine as medicine, unless Pal- 
miner's decisicns are overturned i!n 
some other way. EB. C. Dinwiddie 
said that the question will be con- 
sidered at a meeting of the na- 
tional legislative council, composed 
of reform societies. 

Attornev General Daugherty said 
Palmer’s decisions would be studied, 
hut gave no indication that he be- 
lieved they should be overruled. 
Wayne B. Wheeler, superintendent 
of the Anti-Saloon league, said 
Daugherty would be _ asked (to 
change the ruling. Wheeler also 
said states which do not now pro- 
hibit use of beer—nine in number— 
will be asked to pass new laws, and 
that an attempt will be made to 
amend the Volstead law to prevent 
use of beer. 

Government attorneys, it is 
known, have privately held the view 
that an attempt to rrohibit use of 
beer and wine for tnedicine would 
be unconstitutional. The prohibition 
amendment, they pointed out. for- 
bids only the use of intoxicating 
drinks for beverage purposes.

There are 3,033 former servic6}, 


men in hospitals in the fifth dis- 
tMct, comprising Georgia, Tennes- 
see, Florida and the Carolinas, and 
only 553 of this number are not in 
government hospitals, deci:ared Dr. 
George S. Pitcher, assistant super- 
visor of the district for the United 
States public heaith service, in de- 
or thes 0 charges often made that most 
service men are sent to private 
hospitals. He spoke at a joint 
meeting of all Atlanta posts of the 
American Iegion and representa- 
tives of posts in Decatur, Marietta, 
Fairburn and Conyers at the 
chamber of commerce Friday night. 

In the district there are 13 gov- 
ernment hospitals, he said, all filled 
to capacit except two, reserved 
for specia cases. Of the cases, 
2.273 are tubercular and 177 are 
mental, and all of the latter will 
be in government hospitals before 
mid-summer, he declared, There 
are no urgent cases not being 
ca.ed for in hospitals. 

The United States department of 
vocational training is instructing 
5,000 rehabilitated soldiers in the 
fifth district, and about 80,000 
throughout the country, declared 
M,. Bryson, district vocational train- 
ing officer. The training is being 
extended to iaclude practically all 
towns where men are eligible, he 
said, and in this distrtict 204 
schools and 10C shops are being 
used for inatruction.

HUGE TAX TOTAL 
MAY BE REFUNDED 


Government Admits Er- 
ror in Ruling of Bureau 
on Increased Market Val- 
ue of Investments. 


Washington, March 11.—Solicitor 
Genera] Fierson, in closing the gov- 
ernment’s argument today in the 
“corporate bond tax case’ before 
the supreme court, conceded formal- 
ly that the internal revenue bureau 
had erred in assessing as profit the 
difference between the market value 
of an investrnent on March 1, 1913, 
and that on a subsequent date of 
sale. : 

If the court accepts Mr. Frierson’s 
view, thousandseof individual as- 
sessments, upon which millions of 
dollars in taxes already have teen 
paid, will be annulled. 

* Court Must Pass. 

The government's admission, it 
was said, does not remove the ne- 
cessity of the court passing upon 
the larger question of whether in- 
creased value of securities pur- 
chased and held for investment can 
be taxed as income when this in- 
creased value is realized finally oy 
a sale. ‘ 

The case under argument was that 
brought by the government on a@ 
writ of error from the federal dis- 
trict court of Connecticut, which 
upheld the contention of Frederick 
F. Brewster that increased value 
of securities, originally acquired 
and held for investment, could not 


be taxed as income under the 16th 
amendment. 


Two instances. 


Mr. Brewster presented two in- 
stances of taxation to illustrate the 
point at issue. In 1899 he pur- 
chased certain bonds at their face 
value of $191,000. On March. 1, 1913, 
the market price had declined to 
$151,000 but when he sold them in 
1913 they had again reached par, 
$191,000. He was assessed on $39,- 
000° “profit.” The second case was 
of a purchase of bonds for $231,000, 
a deciine in value on March ‘1, 1913, 
to $164,000 and a subsequent sale 
for $276,000( an actual profit of 
$45,000, but a profit, as estimated 
by the treasury, of $112,000.

Jailer Charged 
With Brutality; 


Prisoner Freed 


Judge Scathingly Condemns 


Deputy for Treatment of 
Negroes in His Charge. 


Augusta, Ga., March 11—(Spe- 
cial.)—Judge Henry C. Hammond, 
in the superior court of McDuffie 
county Thursday, scathingly de- 
nounced J. J. Benning, jailer and 
deputy sheriff, for what he de- 
scribed as his “cruel and inhuman” 
treatment df Willie Hardwick, while 
a prisoner in his care awaiting 
trial on two charges of burglary. 
Judge Hammond ordered the dep- 
uty sheriff never to appear as an 
efficer in his court again, and ad- 
vised the sheriff to dismiss Mr. 
Benning at. once as jailer. The 
court ordered that the accused man 
be dismissed. 

“There is nothing worse in Rus- 
sia than what we may read in this 
record today,” said Judge Ham- 
mond. In further denunciation, the 
court said: “I say it, measuring my 
words, that this is the most hellish 
and damnable performance I have 
ever known. Take an order dis- 
missing this man!” 

The case of the state against 
Willle Hardwick, Bertie Hardwick 
and Clyde Jones, charged with 
burglary, was being tried. Certain 
stolen property, it was alleged, had 
been found in the possession of 
Willie Hardwick, one of the three 
negro boys, who had pleaded guilty. 

The jailer and deputy sheriff, 
James J. Benning, was called to 
the stand as a witness, and gave 
testimony relative to confessions 
made by two of the negroes. On 
examination, it developed that the 
jailer had wah og thrashed and 
beaten Bertie and Willie Hardwick 
because, as he stated, he had over- 
heard a conversation between the 
two about Willie not working for 
him on the farm when he got out. 

Threatened te Beat Woman. 

He admitted that he had beaten 
the boys severely, and appeared to 
think he was enttrely justified in 
having done so. He also admitted 
that he had threatened to whip the 
wife of Bertie Hardwick if she at- 
tempted to interfere in any way. 
The jailer said that he had money 
in Willie Hardwick, and that he 
might have bonded him out of jail 
Or got someone to do it, in order 
that he might work the money out 
for him, and that he thrashed 
Bertie becauge he heard him talk- 
ing to Will about not working 
for him. ° 

Benning further stated that the 
confessions were n@t made to him 
until after certain white priseners 
in the jail, so he had heard, had 
threatened to hang the negroes un- 
less they confessed tqsthe burglary. 
It was reported that the men had 
put ropes around the negroes’ 
necks and frightened .them into 
making the confessions, and that 
the confessions about which Ben- 
ning was testifying was made in 
consequence of such treatment. 

The judge immediately ordered 
the discharge of the two negroes, 
on the grounds that the only evi- 
dence against them were these al- 
legwed confessions. The county 
sheriff said he knew nothing of the 
offenses complained of. It is un- 


derstood that the jailer has been 
dismissed.
